Establishment of the McGill 
Sub-Arctic Research Laboratory in 
the Knob Lake district of Quebec's 
Ungava frontier was officially an- 
nounced by the University today. 
The pioneer research station is in- 
tended ultimately to servo both as 
ii centre of work in all the impor- 
tant field sciences and as an ad- 
vance base deep within tlio Cana- 
dian sub-arctic. It is believed the 
first such venture of its type in 
the western world. 

Under the direction of Professor 
R. Norman Drummond of tho De- 
partment of Geography, the Sta- 
tion is manned by a full-time staff 
of four from McGill. Appointed as 
assistants and at present on duty 
at the outpost are graduate scien-

tists George Michic (geography), 
Jcan-CIaudc Langlois (geography) 
ond Leslie Vicrcck (botany). 

Weather Station 

The Station is looked upon by 
organircrs os serving and aug- 
menting McGill's already vigorous 
program of Arctic and sub-arctic 
research. A McGill project since 
its inception, the Research Labora- 
tory is also intended to serve as n 
first class weather observing sta- 
tion, reporting hourly on weather 
conditions, and as a centre of nor- 
thern scientific research on the 
part of Universities, government 
agencies and commercial concerns 
wliich, it is hoped, will put its re- 
search laboratories to full use. 



Opens Frontier 
Establishment of the Station is 
looked upon as a McGill contribu- 
tion to the opening up of a Cana- 
dian frontier. Canada's Universi- 
ties have tended to "stay at home" 
altogether too much in the past, 
one of the organizers of tho Sta- 
tion has told The Daily. Vital 
things are happening on the new 
frontiers. Problems arise. Univer- 
sities should be prepared to ven- 
ture forth to where the problems 
are. 

Site 

The Station, white and new, is 
situated on a hilltop overlooking 
Knob Lokc airstrip. It is in an 
area of cool summers, frigid

We hove done better than many universities in 
fulfilling this difficult gooli but our succe'ss is not 
complete. 

The. ideal professor is o learned man greatly 
, skilled in his own field and gredtly appreciative 
of other fields; he is on able teacher and can 
inspire studeiits to seek further knowledge. Few 
professbirs' meet this ideal completely, but the 
hotting average at McGill is good. Most deport- 
ments ore content to divide their professors 
roughly according to research and teaching 
abilities. 

The ideal university building would be beauti- 
ful and symbolic of the ideals of thé university 
itself, ot the some time equipped so that tborough 
individual teaching attention may be given to 
large numbers of students. To this end McGill's 
old campus eyesores are gradually disappearing, 
being replaced with functional buildings fully 
copable of dmng the job allotted to them. Un- 
fortunately, must of them are box-like arid méon- 
ingless in appearance. 

The ideal student — that is something harder 
to define without appearing to be giving odvice 
to th.e freshman class. We '^tèfèi thot newcomers 
to McGill see for themselves whot thé uiiivcrsity 
has to offer, judge for themselves its ideals, 
separate for themselves the wheat from the chaff 
on campus, judge for themselves what on ideal 
student should be and then strive to act accord-

Freshman registration has become n day ot anticipation around 
McGill's' sport circles. Ever since the termination of the loan fund, 
•in 1052, and with it all University subsidization of athletes, the local 
coachintr staff .has trusted to luck and the Fixish to replenish their 
exhausted athletic coffers. 5^4^^ 

The loan fund was revoked for fear that MeCill would fall, 
as other universities have, into the clutches of iirofcssionaiism. 
The fears were perhaps justified, but certainly less drastic 
steps could have iwen taken to insure aRainst professional poV 
lution. In any case, the Fund was curtailed, and .McGill, after 
experiencing one of its most successful athletic years, was 
plunijed into » whirlpool of nthlelic impotcncy. 
The senior teams, still bolstered by veterans from the previous 
years, manoged to hold their own, more or less, throujjh the campaigns 
of 1063-64. With little hope of recruiting new talent, though, it was 
just a'niatter of time. The world watched and waited for a dying man 
to take his last breath. 

This course of events reached nn nil time low (his past year 
when IVIcCill was literally huniiliitted on every one of the major 
sport scenes, in football, McGill was smothered under by the 
Interco'lcRiate powerhouses — no contest. In track, Toronto 
burned up the. cinders while McGill waddled along behind, 
fuilin^ to eenei-ate enough heat to melt n hailstone. In has- 
ketball, after a brilliant upset over a hiiihly touted Varsity 
crew in their league opener, the Kedmen ran out of fuel, 
stalled, and lost all their remaining games. In liocki-y, a 
faint ray of hope sent early season spirits soaring, but that 
too flickered and died and the pucksters finished many steps 
l>ehind the 'league leaders. 

So the proud and mighty battle cry of the Redman, which once 
struck fear and terror into tlie hearts of the intcrcolloginte rank^ 
is now dismissed as only the empty howling of a. pampered puppy. 
McGlllians could no longer throw out their chests nnd square their 
shoulders in the presence of other collcglatcs. Even the cheerleaders 
hesitote, just a bit, before calling out their celebrated yell, "What's 
the Matter witli Old McGIllî" — there ore too mony wise guys in 
the stands who can tell them. 

At the end of that rather black 1953-54 year Vic Obcck, who 
had served as both head football coach and Director of Athletics re- 
linquished the former post in order to devote his full time to the 
latter and the problems of a decaying athletic standard. Vic will 
still have no loan fund, but perhaps by improving coaching techniques 
he will add one effective weapon to a rather limited arsenal aimed at 
procuring athletic stars. 

Until that lime, then, when McGill does iioast of a few 
major championships, (who knows, maybe this year) her fans 
may stop some of the bleeding from their unhecled sport 
wounds by remembering the immortal words of the lats Grant- 
land like: "For when that One Great Scorer comes to mark 
against your name — lie writes not, that you won or lost, 
but how you played the game."

Canadian students will get a 
chance to put their own news in 
Communist publications this year, 
Clyde Batten, Editor of The Var- 
sity, University of Toronto Under- 
graduate daily, said this weekend. 

He has just returned from Mos- 
cow where he and six other Cana- 
dians attended a meeting of the 
Communist-controlled Internation- 
al Union of Studente (lUS)- last 
month. He represented the Cana- 
dian University Press, a news ex- 
change service operating among 23 
Canadian University newspapers 

Mr. Batten said he has arranged 
for an exchange of news between 
his own paper and World Student 
News, a monthly magazine which 
serves as' mouthpiece for lUS. . 

"Until now, Canadian Commu 
nists have been writing articles for 
the magazine and claiming to re- 
present student opinion in this 
country," he said. "I don't know 
how the new arrangement will 
work out, but at least well be re- 
presented in our own press." 

He said there appeared to be a 
favorable change in policy in lUS, 
"but the change seems to corres- 
pond with a change in the general 
Communist line.

winters (to CO below), considerable 
rain and heavy snow: "One of the 
world's worst climates", a McGill 
geographer notes. The Station was 
erected at the edge of the wilder- 
ness by Tower Company, a Mont- 
real firm which specializes in con- 
struction in the. North. 

McGill scientific parties have 
long used the Campus and the 
City as "base". The northern sta- 
tion offers possibilities for winter 
parties, based in the heart of the 
North. It offers safety, comfort 
and shelter throughout the year. 
The Laboratory is fitted and com- 
munications with the outside are 
being put in at the present time. 

Though a project which origin- 
ated with the Geography Depart- 
ment, the Station is expected to 
serve the needs of a number of 
McGill Academic Departments 
concerned with northern work. It 
reports to the Arctic .Research 
Committee of the Faculty of Gia- 
duate Studies and Research /at 
McGfll.
